234.59, according to the figures 
available on the city's books.

Increase of $6,442.81 is the cost of 
the machinery that was purchased to 
do the work. 
Adding $1,610.70 or 


25 percent of the cost of 
the 
ma- 


chinery, a total figure of $54,845.29, 
which represents the complete cost, 
is obtained. 


Taking the work piece by piece the

LOCAL POSTOFFICE 


SEEKINGJOCATION 


Due to the expiration of their leas* 


in the Wood block next September 
the postofflce department, thru Post 
master R. L. Nash and Inspector J. A 
Niles, of Necedah, have posted notici 
that they will receive proposals unti 
January 1st for a location for thi 
post office in this city. The location 
calls for heat, light, water, safe or 
vault, and all necessary furniture and 
equipment for conducting the office 
The postofflce department will sign 
a lease for either five or ten years. 


The Grand Rapids postoffice re 


quires a floor space of not less than 
2,200 square feet and 
very 
good 


daylight. 
The location must not be 


too far from the business distric 
and within eighty rods of railroad 
stations. 


While the present location is sui- 


table, Postmaster Nash states, the 
lease jBxpires next) September 
and 


according to the department regula- 
tions they must open the proposition 
to the public to secure offers for a 
new building. 
This regulation af- 


fects cities where the business dis- 
trict moves away from the postofflce 
during the life of the lease. 


According to J. A. Niles, postofflce 


inspector, one of the clauses of the 
lease is that should a new federal 
building be secured for this city the 
lease is automatically cancelled and 
the office is moved into the federal 
building. While there is nothing cer- 
;ain 
about the local postoffice getting 


a new federal building, the matter 
las been discussed for a number of 
years .and when appropriations for 
these buildings are made Grand Rap- 
ds should be among those to be given 
a building.

SAW INCOME TAX RETURNS 


Declares Report* Do Not Show Oper- 
ators Should Charge More—Asserts 


Proposed Wage Increases of Min- 


ers Are Just and Reasonable. 


New 
York, Nov. 26.—Bituminous 


coal mine owners made "shocking and 
indefensible" profits in 1917 and there 
is "grave doubt" that they are entitled 
to increased prices because of the pro- 
posed 31 per cent increase in miners' 
wages, William G. McAdoo, former sec- 
retary ot the treasury, declared in n 
telegram to Ft«deral Fuel Administra- 
tor Garneld. 


The owners' profits, as shown by 


their income tax returns examined by 
him as secretary ,of the treasury in 
1917, he said, showed earnings on capi- 
tal stock ranging from 15 to 2,000 per 
cent. 


"I am convinced that the wage in- 


creases proposed for the mine work- 
ers are just and reasonable," he stated. 


"Before deduction of excess profits 


taxes—which were less In 1917 than 
now—these Income tax returns showed 
that earnings of 100 to 300 per cent 
on capital stock were not uncommon, 
Mr. McAdoo's telegram asserted. 


Referring to the bituminous coal 


mine owners' Income tax returns for 
1018, 
which he declared he had not 


seen, the telegram said: 


"If they disclose any such profits as 


earned by the bituminous coal opera- 
tors In 1917, it would be a grave wrong 
to permit the operators to take from 
the public additional profits in the 
form of increased prices for bitumin- 
ous coal.'' 
Mr. McAdoo urged that no Increase 


in prices of coal to consumers be al- 
lowed and that the income tax returns 
of the soft coal mine owners be made 
public.

Tells How Government Is Proceed- 


ing to Reduce Household Bills. 


Washington, Nov. 24.—The depart- 


ment of justice is conducting a cam- 
paign against the high cost of living. 
Practically all of the functions of the 
food administration have been turned 
over to the department of Justice. 
Howard E. Figg. special assistant to 
the attorney general in charge of the 
campaign against high living costs, has 
written the following article, showing 
how the government is proceeding In 
its efforts to reduce the household 
bills. 


"Shortly after 
the armistice was 


signed prices on practically all the 
necessities of life started skyward. 
The fever of speculation was causing 
inflated values and the necessity for 
curbing 
this 
upward 
tendency 
in 


prices was brought to the attention of 
the department of justice. 


"The attorney general was asked to 


undertake to reduce the high cost of 
living. 


"Congress finally passed the amend- 


ments to the food control act on the 
twenty-second day of October. 


"At the season of the year that sta- 


tistics show us that all prices have 
had nn upward tendency in previous 
years, the department has been able 
through its campaign to stop the up- 
ward tendency of prices and in prac- 
tically all food commodities to show 
a general reduction of from 2 to 3o 
per cent. 


"The department plans .through Its 


present field organizations by prose- 
cuting to the limit of the law the prof- 
iteer and hoarder and by an extensive 
educational campaign to bring certain 
facts before the American people. 


"It Is planned through this cam- 


paign of education, by a direct appeal 
to the women, to decrease the demand 
on the necessaries until supply has a 
chance to catch up. 


"Production 
must be increased to 


meet the demand and until such time 
as production has increased demand 
must be decreased to allow the law 
of supply and demand to become op- 
erative."

RECREATION 
ACTIVITIES. 


WAR DEPARTMENT WILL PAY 


In Each Port, Camp and Station the 


Dutie* 
of 
Organization 
Worker* 


Will Be Performed by Soldier* and 
a Few Civilian*.

Washington.—An 
educational 
and 


recreation branch of the 
army lias 


been established. On November 1 the 
war department took over the activ- 
ities of the seven religious and recrea- 
tional organizations that were so help- 
ful during the war. In the future all 
the religious work in the army will be 
done by the regularly 
commissioned 


chaplains. It Is proposed to give every 
denomination a fair representation. 
Recreation will be an army activity. 


All club features, for both officers 


and enlisted men, heretofore supplied 
by the affiliated organizations become 
the 
responsibility 
of 
the 
"service 


clubs." 
Duties of the various secre- 


taries and their assistants will now— 
under direction of the post, camp or 
station commander—be done by 
offi- 


cers, enlisted men and such civilian 
personnel as Is deemed necessary and 
funds available will provide. In posts, 
camps and stations and working with 
the sen-Ice clubs (taking the place of 
the hostess houses) there will be a 
certain number of women, who will 
act as hostesses for such clubs. 
A 


further responsibility is theirs in that 
they must create and carry out wel- 
fare work for all women personnel In 
the camp. 


War Department Will Pay. 


The expenses of the clubs, upkeep, 


personnel, repair, etc., will 
be 
met 


from funds which will be provided by 
the war department, and allotted by 
the war department to commanding 
officers for that purpose, apportioned 
according to the neecs in each case. 
Cafeterias that were operated by the 
various welfare organizations within 
each post, camp or station will now 
be run by the »xchange. 
Certain of 


the Red Cross nativities will be main- 
tained. This will include "home serv- 
ice, 
recreational 
and 
entertainment 


program for sick, wounded and con- 
valescent in army hospitals, and com- 
munication service in army hospitals," 
the last two being for patients only. 
Of the 
buildings taken over, post, 


camp ond station commanders are to 
reserve an adequate number to meet 
the needs of service clubs within their 
command. 
Their number, size, suit- 


ability and location are left to the 
discretion of the various commanding 
officers. 


A good many men and women who 


were with the welfare organizations 
have been retained, and will be at- 
tached to the army as civilian em- 
ployees. The following decision as to 
salaries to be paid to representatives 
will govern : 


Men of little or no experience, hut 


who have potential ability will be em- 
ployed .on the basis of a second lieu- 
tenant's pay. 


Men who have demonstrated their 


ability but need further training to 
make them expert will be employed 
on the basis of a first lieutenant's- pay. 


Men who are expert in their work 


will be employed on the basis of a cap- 
tain's pay. 
_ i 


Two or three men having extraordi- j 


nary qualifications, will be employed j 
on the basts of a major's pay. 


Quarters May Be Provided. 


If quarters are available, and It Is 


possible for post, camp or station com- 
manders to give employees quarters 
on the reservation, this will he clone, 
otherwise they will receive commuta- 
tion for quarters, light and heat in ac- 
cordance with amount given to offi- 
cers of corresponding pay. 


Women of little experience, but who 


"ive promise of future ability, will be 
employed at the rate of ?1,200 per year 
with on allowance, if commuted, of 
quarters, heat and light, equal to that 
of a second lieutenant. 


Women with some experience will 


be employed at the rate of ?1,SOO per 
year with an allowance, if commuted, 
of quarters, heat and light equal .to 
that of a first lieutenant. 


Women with exceptional ability will • 


be emifoyed at the rate of $1,400 per | 
year with an allowance, if commuted, I 
of quarters, heat and light equal to 
i 


that of a captain.

Comparatively few women of extra- 


ordinary ability will be hired at the 
rate of $1,500 per annum and an allow- 
ance of quarters, heat and light, if 
commuted, equal to thnt of a major. 


Washington's Housing Problem. 


The 
housing 
shortage 
in 
Wash- 


ington 5ias not diminished percepti- 
bly since the signing of the armistice. 
There is still a 
long list of ap- 


plicants waiting for rooms at 
the 


government dormitories. 
Rental agen- 


cies also have long 
waiting lists. 


There Is no indication of a decline 
in rents in the district, and real es- 
state prices continue at the same high 
level. The city is underbuilt, due to 
a marked cessation of operations for 
three years. After enacting a measure 
empowering the Emergency Fleet cor- 
poration to construct houses for its 
workers, congress turned its attention 
to the housing of Industrial workers in 


munition establishments, and of the 
civilian employees of tli« covernment 
in the District of Columbia. 
In the 


housing bill passed In Mny, 1018. pro- 
vision was made for the District of 
Columbia and an appropriation of $10.- 
000,000 was set aside on June 4, 1018. 
Work was proceeded with and con- 
tracts let for family houses and resi- 
dence halls for woman war workers. 


Inasmuch as the erection of living 


qnarters for woman war workers by 
the government was looked upon as a 
temporary expedient, the residence 
halls -were located on government- 
owned land and within the reach of 
all street Improvements. 
The sltca 


chosen consist of land which had been 
set aside and cleared as a public park 
ond which lies between the union sta- 
tion and the capltol. 


Hall* for Women Worker*. 


The tract occupies fonr blocks, two 


blocks on each side of North Capitol 
street. 
There 
are 
two 
principal 


groups of halls, each bc?lng an inde- 
pendent unit with 
separate 
dining 


room. 
One group is located immedi- 


ately facing the union station: the 
other group Is in the angle formed by 
the senate office building and capitol 
grounds. The two groups are served 
by a common heating and power plant, 
a laundry, cold-storage building and 
nn infirmary. 


Each hall consists of two parallel 


wings or dormitories, connected at one 
end hy a one-story building, which Is 
divided into e reception lobby, a writ- 
ing room, arid several small parlors. 
These smaller rooms can be shut off. 
If desired, so that if a guest wishes 
to give a little party she cnn do so 
In privacy. 
All are comfortably fur- 


nished. The reception lobby has read- 
ing tables supplied with papers nnd 
magazines, and the effect, as one en- 
ters the hall, is pleasant and Inviting. 
The two wings are three stories high, 
and 
combined 
contain 
142 rooms. 


Most of the rooms are single, but at 
the end of each 
corridor are 
two 


double rooms larger than the others 
and having windows 011 two sides. Al- 
together about l.SOO guests now occu- 
py the halls in addition to 120-odd 
employees. 


Getting Crop Statistics. 


The 
United 
States 
maintains 
a 


crop-reporting organization that util- 
izes the services of more than 100,- 
000 persons. 
Distributed 
over 
the 


country are 42 salaried field agents, 
one 
in 
each 
state 
or 
group 
of 


small states. These field agents are In 
the classified civil service and are ap- 
pointed only after passing a civil serv- 
ice examination to test their educa- 
tional 
nnd 
statistical qualifications. 


Before they are permitted to take the 
civil service' examination they must 
show that they have had at least five 
rears* practical experience in farming, 
and education equivalent to a four- 
year course In an agricultural college, 
or nt least three-years' 
responsible, 


practical experience in work Involving 
statistical methods or statistical in- 
quiry. 
Each ngent enlists the voluntary 


services of severM thousand selected 
correspondents in his state, who report 
to him every month regarding the 
crops grown In tho state. At the close 
of each month the agent makes up a 
detailed estimate on the crops In his 
territory and forwards it to the Wash- 
ington office. 


In addition to the field agents, the 


bureau employs ten crop 
specialists 


for particular crops and truck and 
fruit 
These crop specialists nre of 


the same high character, experience 
and educational qualifications as the 
field agents and oarh devotes his en- 
tire time to investigating the single 
crop for which he is responsible. 


Volunteer Crop 
Reporters. 


A third class of reporters are the 


voluntary county crop reporters, ap- 
proximately 2.SOO in number, each of 
whom reports for his county each 
month on printed schedules directly to 
the buronu. The county reporters base 
their estimates upon personal obser- 
vation nnd inquiry and upon written 
and telephonic reports to them from 
aids in different portions^of the coun- 
ty. 
A fourth source of information Is 


the voluntary township reporters, one 
for" 
each agricultural township In the 


United 
States, approximately 30,220 


In number. 


Additional sources of 
information 


exist in the bureau's special lists of 
growers of particular crops, and In 
other lists of buyers, dealers, mills and 
elevators, producers nnd shipping as- 
sociations, and other agencies engaged 
in handling, manufacturing, transport- 
ing, storing mul distributing crops. The 
returns from each class of reporters 
are tabulated and averaged separate- 
ly as n check, one against the other. 
The county totals are weighted; thnt 
is, a county which produces five times 
ns; much of n particular crop as an- 
other receives five times the Import- 
ance of "weight" of the other county 
in determining the average for that 
particular crop. 


Every possible precaution is taken 


to prevent the totals for any of the 
so-called 
•pei-ulntive crops, such as 


corn, cotton, wheat, oats, etc., from be- 
coming known to any individual prior 
to the date fixed in advance by the 
secretary of agriculture for the Issu- 
ance of the crop report. Even the tab- 
ulators nnd computers who make up 
the totals do not know the states to 
which the totals pertain, and the final 
telegraphic reports and comments of 
the "field agents relating to the specu- 
lative crops nre kept locked In the of- 
fice of the secretary until crop-report- 
ing day, when they are turned over to 
a crop reporting hoard, and the 
<?n- 


tire board is immediately locked In un- 
til the minute thnt the report is Issued 
to the public, guards being stationed 
at the doors and all telephones dis- 
connected. 


CAUSE OF RAIN A MYSTERY.

Deadlock Holds as Miners and 


Operators Wait. 


ALL-DAY CONFERENCE FAILS 


Garfield 
Meeting 
With

pared by R. V. Norton, Engin- 
eer for Fuel Administration. 


Washington, Nov. '26.—After an nil- 


day session, President Wilson's cab- 
inet adjourned 
without reaching an 


agreement on governmental action to 
settle the coal strike. 
Fuel Admin- 


istrator Garllel'.l announced ho would 
meet the cabinet members and re- 
sume consideration of the question of 
a fair wage scale for miners soon. 


Doctor Garlic-Id took to the cabinet 


meeting bituminous coal production 
cost liguros, prepared by 11. V. Nor- 
ris, engineer for the fuel administra- 
tion during the war, who has been 
bringing up to date the cost sheets. 
These figures were expected to fur- 
nish the basis for an ngreemi-nt in tho 
cabinet as to the amount of wage iu- 
croase the operators would bo called 
upon to bear. 


Ovp<-rators and 
miners spent 
two 


hours in conference without breaking 
the deadlock on wages 
Leaders on 


both 
sides 
said 
the 
negotiations 


would not be continued until after the 
cabinet had actciJ. 


Bones of Cabinet Contention. 


From unotlicial sources the status 


of the situation was outl*ued as fol- 
lows : 


That tho cabinet Is In disagreement 


on the amount of wage Increase to 
lie offered to the miners, the differ- 
ence being one of judgment as to the 
actual amount necessary to meet the 
increased cost of living since 11117. 


That Secretary of Labor Wilson, 


lending one group which has proposed 
an Increase of 31.01 per cent to the 
miners as fair to all concerned, is 
strenuously opposing a lower ligtire 
recommmended by Attorney General 
Palmer, Director of Hallways Hints, 
and Fuel Administrator Garlield. 


That the dispute over figures In- 


volves, lu addition to the cost of liv- 
ing Increase, the Important factor of 
the public and whether It should bo 
called upon to bear any of the burden 
through an authorized Increase In the 
price of bituminous coal. 


Object to Gouging Public. 


That Doctor Garlield and Mr. Illnes 


believe 
this proposed 
wage Increase 


should be absorbed jolnliy by the op- 
erators and tho public, the operators 
to yield a percentage of their war 
prollts. 


That some cabinet members strenu- 


ously oppose any authorized iner-'nse 
in the price of coal to the- consumer, 
holding, with Mr. MeAdoo. that It in 
unnecessary. 


Notwithstanding the silence of all 


cabinet members and their advisoi-s. 
It was apparent that Ihe dispute was 
one. Involving a combination of eco- 
nomics and politics. 


Secretaries Lane mul Daniels wero 


believed to agree with Secretary Wil- 
son that the miners are entitled to an 
Increase of 31 per rent, and feel that 
this could be absorbed by the opera- 
tors' war prollts without It being nec- 
essary for an advance in the price of 
coal. 


.Tust where other members stood on 


the issues could not hi- definitely as- 
certained, but thnt there was disagree- 
ment was not denied.

But during the last 20 months the growth has 
been so fast that now there are known to be 225 works councils in ITfa 
corporations and companies, in ad Ution to many that have not been disclosed. 


Nearly all of them aro located east of the Mississippi; the largest num- 


ber is found in the branches of the metal trades, and the next largest in the 
ship-building industry.

treaty of Versailles still lives, though passion and par- 
tisanship and the spirit of revenge have prevented, for 
this session of Congress at least, Its ratification and ac- 
ceptance by the United States, says

York 


Times, commenting on..the action taken by the Senate. 
It will be put into effect by the other signatories, leav- 


ing thlg country without 1U benefits, standing before 
the world as the one nation that refuses to sanction mea- 
Bures for the prevention of war. 
The treaty must be 


called into existence, the United States must join, the 
other nations in sanctioning the agreement reached at 
Versailles, in the League for peace. 


A the hour for nullifying the President's work ap- 


proached the splendid discipline of the Republican party 
asserted itself. 
The scruples and compunctions of the 


"mild reservationists" gave way, they put themselves 
althogether under the-leadership of Mr. Lodge.

Then conic the St.reak»d Wall 
on the west side and the Brown Wall on tho east 
sldo. topped respectively by the Three Patriarchs 
anil tin- Mountain of the Sun. Extraordinary fea- 
ture of tho wall formation include El Goberna- 
dor. 
the Great Organ find the Temple of Sinawava. 


The visitor finally c--mes to a point where the 


chasm is more than 2.000 feet deep and the walls 
so nearly touch that ho looks up to see no sky. 
Tho v.-all's are practically vortical and parallel and 
warp in and out. thus cutting.off the blue above. 


Here is revealed the "ecret of the Making oi 


Zion. us is pointed out by Dr. G. K. Gilbert of the 
United States geological survey. This chasm is 
an example of downward erosion by sand-bearing 
water, which acts like the marble saw. 
The cut 


is not entirely vortical, because the current has 
carried tho cutting sand 'o one sldo or the other, 
and tbo cut undulates both in its vertical and 
horizontal . sections. 


The forms along the canon walls are extraor- 


dinary. 
And the colors are even more striking. 


Tho famous Vermilion Cliff of the Painted Desert 
here combines with the \Vhlte Cliff and we see a 
thousand feet of white' superimposed on two 
thousand feet of red. 
Rut this startling combina- 


tion is but the beginning of. u veritable riot of 
color. ' The Vermilion Cliff rests on the Painted 
Desert stratum—350 feet of a deeper red set off 
by purplo and nmuvo shn'cs. Below this is t> hun- 
dred foot of brown and gray conglomerate: The 
crowning touch is the coloring of the upper sum- 
mits of the White Cliff. Here there are in places 
several hundred feet of varicolored shales and 
limestones whose seepage fantastically stains the 
glistening white. In consequence of the meeting 
of those many colors Zion is as gorgeous as a 
Gypsy scarf, and sunrise and sunset produce un- 
believable effects. 


For example, take the West Temple. From a 


foundation 
of mingled reds, yellows, browns. 


beautiful bloodlike sandstone 
nre 
Just beyond the Bust and West Temples are 


ranged three cone-shaped mountains wildly rug- 
ged in thei:- outlines and facing another court of 
totally different type from that which fronts the 
Western Temple. 
Here again has Bible history 


contributed the titles, for the three peali 
are 


known as the "The Patriarchs" and the space 
at their base the "Court of the Patriarchs. 


A little farther on is another trio which occu- 


pies the eastern wall. Of decidedly different for- 
mation and coloring, they are called the Thiee 
Brothers." 


A great white dome is known ns the "Mountain 


of the Sun" 
Here the breaks in both canon 


walls have b -ought about a most interesting _ ef- 
fect for thi= beautiful mountain catches the first 
glint of the rising and receives the last kiss of 
lha setting sun. 
Still another feature of the 


"Mountain of" the Sun" is the tint of the afterglow 
that ohnives its chalky summit into a rosy dome. 


Mrnv intersecting canons and 
the 
tortuous 


course' of Ihe main canon give great variety to the 
formations. 
Possibly El Gobernador is the gem 


of them ail. Standing at a turn of the canon, its 
mi.'htv nr.ss rises sheer 3,000 feet, from the creek 
th-it skirt<= its base, this pile presents a picture 
unsurpassed. 
Gray at its bn.so, it clears to a 


o-iutcninc white with .1 summit that terminates in 
a great table 
Far up on one of its faces there 


hin-s n wonderful natural bridge, the top of 
which has never been pressed by the foot of man. 


Beyond 1S1 Gobernador th« canon twists and 


turns until it widens out into the most weird of 
aU Its bizarre features. This is the "Great Tem- 
ple of Sinawava," which occupies a vast amphi- 
theater shut in by vrals- of brilliantly colored 
rock towering 2,000 feet above its floor. Here the 
rinnlinc creek horseshoes around a most rcmark- 
ablv formed sandstone object that closely resem- 
bles a Buddha seated on his throne. Legend has 
civen thir place ns the locality where the pre- 
historic people of this, southwestern land gathered 
to do reverence to Sinnwavn. their ruling deity 
The place fills the bill. If ever there was a spot 
where weirdly mystic incantations and wild y 
impressive ceremonials would seem to accurately 
fit into Hie surroundings, it Is this same rock- 
bound pocket in the depths of Zion. 
Just beyond the prehistoric temple the canon 


enters its "narrows until the creek occupies every 
foot of the floor and feathery waterfalls dash 
down from moss nnd lichen covered terraces. 


As if these were not enough. It Is known that 


there are other beauties possibly of even more 
wonderful quality. 
Secretary Lane of the in- 


terior department, in recommending the 
bill, 


wrote : 
"I have dwelt particularly upon Zion canon be- 


cause it is now so readily accessible and because 
it Is actually being used as a tourist resort, but 
there are other canons In the reservation that 
tire bigger and even more beautifully colored. 
Still more remain to be entered and explored. In 
time they will all be open to the public. Further- 
more, there are in the reservation mountains, -wa- 
terfalls, natural bridges, ancient cliff dwellings, 
and numerous other features Interesting to the 
tourist nnd exceedingly valuable to the scientist 
nnd student."

Schlig, repre- 
senting a committee appointed to in- 
voHti«iilu tluj matter o£ buying a 
stonu crusher arid crushing the gran- 
ite from tho river bed.

explained that a crusher would cost 
at luast $3,200, and that along with 
tin: cost of getting the stone and the 
price of labor the idea did not seem 
practical 
to tho Committee.

SchliK explained that stone could on- 
ly lie secured from the river bottom 
when thu water was low and that it 
would rcciulru a good deal of blast- 
ing and building of cofferdams.
